We have mental tests for classi­

scientist. 
These have been

proved and added 
to until 
now 
they are quite accurate. 
Mental 
tests were used on the recruits for 
the last war and showed th a t 
a 
considerable number of 
the men 
sent to the arm y were morons or 
imbeciles. 
The num ber of feeble-minded in 
the country cannot be known ex­ 
actly, but we are sure that at least 
ten per cent of those 
who need 
care and control, are getting 
it. 
The other ninety per cent are 
at 
large. 
Every Almshouse has 
its 
quota. 
The reform 
schools 
and 
prisons have a share. 
A careful 
study of several hundred prostitutes 
in Massachusetts showed th at 30 
per cent were 
feeble-minded. 
A 
mental test given to eight hundred j

disclosed that eighteen per cent of 
them were markedly mentally de- j 
ficient.
